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Groucho dies

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Groucho 


Marx, the cigar-chomping come- 
dian who made two generations of 
Americans laugh with his leering 
grin and bushy eyebrows, died 
Friday night at the age of 86. 


Officials at Cedars-Sinai Medi- 


cal Center, where Marx had been 
hospitalized for the past two 
months with a respiratory ailment, 
said he died at 7:25 p.m. of 
pneumonia.. 


With him when he died were his 


son, Arthur, daughter-in-law, Lois, 
and grandson, Andrew. His long- 
time companion Erin Fleming had 
left about 15 minutes earlier. 


The most famous and long-last- 


ing of the Marx Brothers lapsed 
into critical condition early Friday. 
He slipped in and out of conscious- 
ness and family and friends were 
called lo his bedside. 


It was the second death of a 


major American entertainment fig- 
ure in less than a week, following 


by three days the death of rock V 
roll star Elvis Presley from a heart 
attack in Memphis,'Tenn., at age 
42. 


First word of of the death came 


at 8:17 p.m. after the family had 
been able to slip quietly out of the 
hospital and avoid reporters. 


Nat Perrin, a longtime friend of 


Groucho's who was appointed 
temporary conservator for the disa- 
bled comedian during a bitter court 
battle over his care, said: 


"My feeling is very, very sad. 


The man had a big impact on my 
life. He lived his life his way. Ha.

Perrin added: "If the man had 


a^i impact on my life, he certainly 
had an impact on the world. It's 
always sad when any man goes, 
but it's especially sad when a man 
of Groucho's stature goes. But he

note to a friend on his birthday: 
"Happy birthday. PS — If you 
keep having birthdays, you'll 
eventually die. Love Groucho." 


Dick Cavett recalled that

Comedienne Lucille Ball said, 


"Thank God, God felt he had 
suffered enough. He's a great, 
great, unbelievable one and only 
talent bul he's suffered enough 
and God took him." 


And Walter Matthau added, 


"His humor used to set me free; 
just loved him." 


Ralph Edwards, longtime 


host of television's "This Is Your 
Life," lauded Groucho's ability 
"to touch the average Ameri- 
can." 


"Groucho was a master at 


putting down pomposity," Ed- 
wards said. "The inside of the 
man was honest and loving, when 
the opposite seemed to be the 
truth, proucho had many imita- 
tors, but no one could duplicate 
him." 


Nat Perrin, a longtime friend 


of Groucho's who was appointed 
temporary, conservator for the 
comedian during a -bitter court 
battle over his care, mourned his 
old friend's death.

Ex-PWs tell of 
Hanoi torture 
by Cuba 'team'

WASHINGTON-Several for- 


mer American prisoners of war in 
Vietnam contend that they were 
tortured by a team of Cubans while 
at a North Vietnamese prison camp 
known ^as the Zoo, just outside 
Hanoi. 


Leo K. Thorsness, a retired Air 


Force colonel and Congressional 
Medal of Honor winner, was one of 
the PWs at the Zoo. He told the 
New York News in an interview 
Friday that three Cubans beat 
another prisoner, identified as Air 
Force Col. Earl Cobiel, into a cata- 
tonic state. He said Cobiel died 
after refusing to eat and apparently 
losing all interest in life. 


THE STORY of the Cubans 


came to light when Thorsness, who 
made an unsuccessful bid to unseat 
Sen. George S. McGovern, D-S.D., 
in 1974, contacted Rep. Bruce 
Caputo, R-N.Y., about it. Caputo 
has asked Defense Secretary Har- 
old Brown and Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance for a report on the 
allegations. 


, Thorsness "said that when he 
was freed from prison in 1973, De- 
fense Department officials told him 
not to discuss any purported Cuban 
involvement'in the prison camps, 
apparently so as not to endanger 
any Americans who still might be 
in Vietnam. 


', 
But 
the Pentagon announced 


Tuesday that it will begin a final 
review of the status of the 631 U.S. 
servicemen still listed as missing in 
action and the 31 who were thought 
to be prisoners of war because 
"there is no credible evidence" 
that any of them are still alive. 


,THORSNESS said he was- 


breaking his silence about the 
Cubans because he believes the 
American people should know 
about Cuban atrocities'at a time 
when the United States is moving 
to resume diplomatic relations with 
the Fidel Castro regime. 


The leader of the torture team, 


according to Thorsness, was a 
Spanish-speaking Caucasian with 
an encyclopedic knowledge of 
American cars and slang whom the 
prisoners dubbed "Fidel," He said 
"Fidel" had a subordinate, nick- 
named "Chico" by the prisoners. 
Neither man ever said he was from 
Cuba, but there was little doubt in 
the prisoners' minds that they were 
Cubans, Thorsness said. 


•Jack Bomar of Mesa, Ariz., a 


retired Air Force colonel and for- 
mer prisoner of war who was tor- 
tured by "Fidel" for a year, 
agreed. "There was no doubt that 
Fidel was a Cuban," he told the 
News. 


As an example, Bomar said he 


once asked his Vietnamese guard 
lo "bring the Cuban," and the 
guard returned with "Fidel." 
Bomar is convinced that "Fidel," 
whose knowledge of American 
automobiles seems to have im- 
pressed the U.S. PWs he came in 
contact with, had lived in-thc 
United States in pre.-Castro days. 


BOMAR SAID he believed thai 


"Fidel," who received VIP treat- 
ment from .the North Vietnmese, 
was brought to the Zoo in 1968 to 
demonstrate how lo "break" the 
American PWs and get them to 
publicly "confess" lo being war

Her hus- 
band had followed the gunman's 
order to lie down on the floor. 


Reno said it appears that Mrs. 


Ringwald did not know the man. He 


said the motive may have been 
robbery, but nothing was; taken 
from the office. 


Six investigators were working

-Using an actual sales price to 


argue for an assessment reduction 
is a common approach, but Watson 
also argued lhat the assessor's 


opinion of value exceeded 
the 


counly-widc residential assessment 
ratio'set by the Slate Board of 
'.Equalization. 


By law all property is supposed 


to be assessed at 25 percent of fair 
market value. Each year the stale 
board lakes a sampling of proper- 
ties and calculates an assessment 
percentage based on the ratio of 
values on the assessment roll lo 
actual market value at Ihe time of 
the sample. 


Some leeway is allowed for a 


Ing in assessments because it is 
impossible to update values county- 
wide eacli year. 


When Ihe state board's ratio 


falls below a certain level, the sec- 
lion of the law invoked by Watson 


says a person appealing his assess- 
ment can take advantage of a 
lower figure than the 25 percenl 
assessed value. 


•The problem magnified when 


Richard Nevins. a member of the 
Equalization Board, told reporters. 
"Every property owner in a counly 
may be eligible for an assessment 
reduction on appeal," based on that 
section of the law. 


Watson's rationale in invoking 


lliis section of the law triggered 
speculation by observers thai he 
might be preparing to resign. 


They figured his use of the sec- 


lion was calculated lo cause chaos 
by having hundreds of thousands of 
taxpayers rushing in to seek reduc- 
lionson Hie same basis. 


Observers felt the assessor - 


who has been under atlnck from 
most supervisors, especially Baxter 
Ward, for more than a year — 
would use the upheaval as a way of 
firing the last salvo before quitting. 


Nevins — who is rumored to be 


seeking Watson's job — expressed 
concern over Watson's lactic, sug- 
gesting there would be "a 
real 


mess" if every property owner in 
the county were lo seek a reduction 
on the basis of the ratio claim. 


He compounded (he issue fur- 


ther by saying "anybody in Los 
Angeles Counly who files an appeal 
will get an automatic assessmenl 
reduction of some amount because 
of this law." 


"It's very unusual for an asss- 


sor to do thai," Nevins said. 
"Under law, he has a righl to do il. 
but I think it's morally wrong and 
crazy because he signed Ihe county 
.assessment roll, giving his ap- 
proval to it." 


,Nevins said Watson's appeal 


"could open the floodgates to mil- 
lions of similiar appeals" by other 
county taxpayers. 


So far Ihis year, about 2,000 


olher properly owners have filed 
appeals of Ih'cir properly assess- 
ments. Most of their appeals will be 
heard by an appeals board or a 
hearing'officer. Mrs. Waton re- 
quested a hearing officer. 


A number of other county offi- 


cials suggested Nevins had been 
"loose with words" and urged ex- 
treme million, saying the law 
would not apply in Ihe way Nevins 
suggested.

was adding even more 
millions of fans as a new 
era of affection for Grou- 
cho and the Marx Broth- 
ers emerged, spawned by 
television reruns of their 
films, theater revivals and 
reruns of his television 
quiz show — "You Bet 
Your Life." 


On May 6, 1972, Grpucho 


embarked on a scries of 
concerts. "An Evening of 
Groucho" at Carnegie Hall 
in New York that first 
night was sold out the day 
after it was announced. 
More than 3,500 people — 
many dressed as the vari- 
ous Marx Brothers — 
were turned away from 
fee theater. 


The Marx Brothers 


comedy team was consid- 
ered to rank among such 
masters as Laurel and 
H a r d y , W i l l Rogers, 
Charlie Chaplin and W. C. 
Fields. 


In the past few years, 


the common medical com- 
plaints of old age — heart 
trouble, strokes, infections 
— had kept Groucho con- 
fined to his home and had 
somewhat fuzzed his fa-

raised eyebrows, false 
mustache and a stopped 
walk like a tiger stalking a 
water buffalo. 


In later years, Groucho 


appeared without makeup 
on television, but he could- 
n't discard the leer. He 
was still recognizable. 


Waiter sobbed 
at his kindness 


Groucho was an insult 


comic. Once, at the fabled 
Romanoff's restaurant, a 
waiter sobbed when Grou- 
cho gave him a kind word. 


"It's the first time," 


said the waiter, "that Mr. 
Marx didn't insult me." 


Another t i m e , t h e 


Brown Derby asked him to 
autograph a caricature to 
be hung on the restau- 
rant's wall. 


He autographed it this 


way: 


"To Al Levy's Tavern (a 


competitor) — the best 
restaurant on Vine Street. 
Groucho." 


The caricature was 


never hung. 


Later, they asked him 


again. Groucho agreed 
only if no censorship was 
imposed. The autograph: 
"To the Hollywood Brown 
Derby — the best restau- 
rant on Vine Street, only 
because Al Levy's has 
gone out of business." 


The 
Marx Brothers' 


humor (lowered in the 
Roaring '20s and became 
a fad of the era, along 
with the Charleston and 


raccoon coats. Their for- 
tunes soared in the 1930s 
and MOs but declined in 
the postwar '50s. 


Groucho, real name 


Julius, was born Oct. 2, 
1890, in New York City, 
son of Jewish immigrants. 
His father, Sam, was an 
East Side tailor who lived 
to 101. He came from 
Alsace-Lorraine. 
His 


mother, Minnie, was born 
in Germany. 


Minnie Marx was the 


daughter of a wandering 
magician and sister of Al 
Shean of the famed Galla- 
gher and Shean vaudeville 
team. She raised her five 
sons in desperate poverty 
but managed to save 
enough to give the boys 
music lessons. She was 
immortalized on Broad- 
w a y in the m u s i c a l 
"Minnie's Boys." 


"Once I remember," 


Groucho later recalled, 
"when Pop got a job mak- 
ing a suit for a 350-pound 
man. When it was fin- 
ished, it was packed in a 
box and I delivered it. 
When the customer opened 
the box, there were no 
pants. Chico had got the 
box first and hocked the 
pants." 


As a b o y , Groucho 


wanted to be a doctor. He 
loved reading and enjoyed 
being by himself. But so 
poor was the family that 
only Zeppo reached high 
school. 


Minnie saw to it that 


Chico (Leonard), the eld- 
est, took a few piano les- 
sons. Harpo (Arthur) 
learned to play the harp 
without lessons. 


At age 10, Groucho per- 


formed briefly with a Gus 
Edwards' tad troupe. He 
later joined a vaudeville 
group, the LeRoy Trio, 
which impersonated girl 
singers. 


In 1910, mamma organ- 


ized the Three Nightin- 
gales, which included 
Groucho, a tenor and a 
girl. When Harpo joined 
Comedy routine 
began by c.hmice 


them, they became the 
Four Nightingales. "The 
Four Vultures would have 
been more like it," Grou- 
cho said later.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Government energy offi- 


cials, displaying "incredibly poor management," failed 
to straighten out a $237-million pilot project which they 
should have known was on the wrong course, a congres- 
sional study charged Friday. 


The project was the government's first ellort to 


turn coal into clean-burning synthetic oil. It was termi; 
naled June 15 after falling more than a year behind 
schedule and costing $15 million, or $10 million more 
than had been contemplated, in the first 2Vi years. 


The study by the General Accounting Office, a 


congressional' watchdog agency, said the Energy Re- 
search and Development Administration failed to "take 
timely action to redirect or terminate the project when 
it became evident that it was in serious trouble." In 
addition the GAO said, VERDA's failure lo properly 
monitor the project contributed greatly to the project s 
substantial cost overruns." 


GAO auditors said ERDA officials told them they 


were aware of the project's technical, problems, but 


. were led by the project contractor to believe that the 


difficulties would be overcome. 


THEY NOTED THAT the president and general 


manager of Coalcon, a partnership between Chemical 
Construction Corp. and Union Carbide Corp. which was 
formed to carry out the project, told a House committee 
early in 1976 that the project had made "outstanding 
progress" and was on schedule. 


"In our view, relying solely on Coalcon to notify 


ERDA of major problems represented an incredibly 
poor management practice, especially in light of hKUA 
officials' knowledge of the technical problems,

Smallest boost 
in seven months

The cost of putting clothes on 


the consumer's back dropped in the 
Long Beach-Los Angeles area last 
month, while the price of providing 
him food, shelter and everything 
else went up. 


The total was a .5 percent boost 


from June to July in the consumer 
price index, and a continued de- 
crease in the amount of goods and 
services the shrinking dollar can 
buy. 


But the federal Bureau of 


Ubor Statistics office in Los An- 
geles reported Friday that there's a 
bright spot — the latest price index 
increase is the smallest boost in 
seven months. 


Expensive eggs and milk, 


higher automobile insurance rates 
and dentists' fees were named as 
the chief agents in the rise of the 
index to a record high of 180.4. That 
means that on the average, con- 
sumers in Los Angeles and Orange 
counties paid $18.04 in July for a 
selction of goods and services that 
would have cost $10 in Ihe base 
year,1967. 


AND IF A dollar was worth 100 


cents in July 1967 it is now worth 
55.4 cents in comparison, the fig- 
ures show. 


The consumer price index has 


jumped a total 4.4 percent since 
January in the Long Beach-Los An- 
geles area, compared to a 3.1 
percent increase during the same 
period in 1976. 


The booming housing market 


caused a .7 percent one-month in- 
crease in residential costs, 7.7 
percent more than a year ago. 
Rents were up 9 percent from 1976. 


Used car prices went down, but 


not enough to offset the high auto 
insurance rates during the month, 
making a .7 percent increase in 
private transportation costs for 
July and a 7.1 percent rise from the 
year before. There was no reported 
change in public transportation 
costs. 


Food prices rose .5 percent 


over the month and 7.3 percent 
over the year. A 1.1 percent in- 
crease in meats, poultry, fish and 
dairy products led the 
grocery 


price march to higher ground. 


Summer clearance sales were 


the heroes of the story, accounting 
for a decrease in apparel costs for 
Ihe second consecutive month.

director. 


The comptroller's investigation 


was triggered by allegations that 


• Lance had used his bank's relation- 


ships with larger banks to secure 
personal loans from the larger 
banks. 


The comptroller's report said 


Lance's activities had not violated 
the law.

Peace Prize and head of the Social 
Democrats, said he was receiving 
an increasing number of com- 
plaints from local party leaders 
that'extreme right-wing groups 
openly .displaying Nazi insigna 
were meeting with the "knowledge 
and approval" of local authorities. 


The letter put Brandt at the 


head of a growing number of Ger- 
mans concerned by the spread of - 
ultra-right extremism in West • 
Germany, much of it based in 
groups of World War n veterans 
and right wing worker groups 
called "comradeship federations." 


A PARTY spokesman said 


Schmidt has ordered an investiga- 
tion into the neo-Nazism. But gov- 
ernment spokesman Armin Gruene- 
wald told a news conference: "1 do 
not think there is any justification 
in the allegation that authorities do 
too little to survey the extremist 
scene." 


The letter from the former 


• chancellor came to light at a time 


many Germans have expressed 
public sympathy for a dying Nazi 
war criminal who was spirited out 
of an Italian prison hospital by his 
wife. 


The German government has 


said .it constitutionally cannot 
extradite Herbert Kappler, and has 
helped shield him from the public 
at a hideaway somewhere in north- 
ern Germany. 


Brandt, who fled to Norway in 


the 1930s to escape Nazism, wrote 
Schmidt on July 12. Neo-Nazi 
groups, he said, "openly display 
N a z i symbols and 
advocate 


theories to match, incite hatred 
against minority groups and bla-' 
lantly call for the overthrow of the 
free democratic order." 


Interior Minister Werner Mai- 


hofer, on« of the. officials Schmidt 
called! on to probe the Nazi resur- 
gence, had said in June in his 
annual security report that ex- 
treme right-wing groups posed no 
risk for West Germany. 


He said membership in neo- 


Nazi groups was declining, al- 
though he noted that 320 crimes 
with extremist right-wing motives 
were registered in 1976, an increase 
of more than 50 percent over 1975. 


But the conservative magazine 


Quick and the liberal weekly Stern 
also complained about increasing 
Nazi activity. 


"We're not talking about a few 


hundred people who ... still rave

Agency asking bail for 


9 won't do it again

NEW YORK - The City Crimi- 


nal Justice Agency, which had 
recommended that David R. Berko- 
witz, the alleged .44-calibcr "Son of 
Sam" killer, be released without 
bail because he had "ties lo the 
community," decided Friday to 
slop making bail recommendations 
in homicide cases. 


The decision was made by the 


agency's board chairman, Nicholas 
Scoppetta, the deputy mayor for 
Criminal Justice. It followed the 
disclosure by Mayor Abraham D. 
Beame on Thursday that the. bail 
recommendation had been made 
because Berkowitz had a perma- 
nent residence and a steady job. 


The agency is a nonprofit cor- 


poration that daily interviews about 
400 newly arrested defendants 
thoughout the city to determine 
what ties a defendant has to the 
community — one of a series of 
factors that a judge takes into ac- 
count in determining what, if any. 


bail to set. 


Until Friday, if the agency 


found that a defendant's com- 
munity ties were strong, it auto- 
matically recommended that he or 
she be released without bail — a 
recommendation that a judge could 
ignore, as Justice Richard A. 
Brown of Brooklyn Supreme Court 
did in the Berkowilz case. With the 
policy change the agency will iw 
longer make recommendations in 
homicide cases but only assess 
what community ties a defendant 
has. 


"This agency did not want Mr. 


. Berkowitz released, but felt (he 


information must be provided to 
the court," said Jeremy Travis, the 
agency's director. "It was a strict 
interpretation of procedure brought 
to an absurd conclusion." 


Harold Raines, who had inter- 


viewed Berkowitz for the agency 
and, in accord with policy, had 
recommended his release, was not 
available for comment.

Police seized 251 pre- 


cious stones and 4.4 
pounds of gold from a man 
trying to cross the Spanish 
frontier into Portugal. The 
man, identified as Jose 
Dominguez Saavedra, es- 
caped. 


The jewels and gold 


were found in a suitcase 
Saavedra left behind. Offi- 
cers said the Archbishop 
of Oviedo, Msgr. Gabino 
Diaz Merchan, was in- 
formed immediately.. 


Thieves looted the 


Oviedo cathedral in north- 
ern Spain on the night of 
Aug. 
9. They "made off 


with 48 precious stones 
ripped from the 9th-Cen- 
lury Cross of Los Angeles 
and an undisclosed num- 
ber from the lOth-Century 
Cross of Victoria. Both arc 


symbols of Asturias, the 
region near the Bay of 
Biscay that was a sepa- 
rate kingdom in the 10th 
Century.

LONDON — Five British Christians have joined 


the bailie over the divinity of Christ with a new book 
defending (tie belief that Jesus was the son of God. 


The five scholars — four Anglicans and a Roman 


Catholic - contest the theory of seven British Pro- 
testant theologians who recently argued that Jesus 
should be regarded as a great teacher, not a super- 
natural miracle worker. 


Marshalling their defense in a book published 


Thursday called The Truth of God Incarnate, the 
traditionalists contend Jesus was accorded divine 
status from the earliest days of the Christian church. 


Their book was written quickly to counter the 


contrary theory, argued in a book called The Myth of 
God Incarnate. Its publication on July 1 touched off a 
series of attacks f r o m Anglican, Presbyterian, 
Roman Catholic and Orthodox theologians and reli- 
gious writers. They called the authors' views a heret- 
ical challenge to the core of Christian faith. 


Canon Michael Green, an Anglican authority on 


the New Testament, is the editor of the new book. 


"It is official Communist propaganda that the 


Jesus of the Gospels is a 2nd Century mythical figure 
crealed'to account for a movement of the masses," 
he said. "The authors, whose views we contest, used 
the word 'myth' in a variety of ways, but when 
responsible theologians use a technical word in such 
a way as the title and main selling point of their 
book, then they have ceased to be academic specula- 
tors and have turned into propagandists." 


Green said the New Testament — the teachings 


of Christ as recounted by His disciples — contains a 
great deal of evidence about the divinity of Jesus. 


"\Vherever you look . . . you find the same 


convictions that in Jesus, God has expressed himself 
personally," he said. 


THE OXFORD CANON said Christ's empty 


tomb, His appearances after the crucifixion, the 
inauguration of the church and the changed lives of 
the disciples all spring from the conviction that 
"death had been defeated by God in Christ." 


The Roman Catholic contributor lo the book, 


Bishop Christopher Butler of Westminster, writes: 


"Christianity took its birth from a fact, the fact 


of the resurrection of Jesus of Nazareth. This fact 
stands behind every page of the New Testament. 
Without that fact there would have been no New 
Testament, no Christianity." 


The "myth" theorists contend that Jesus did not 


claim to be divine but was promoted to divinity by 
early Christians who still were under pagan influ- 
ences. They contend Christian churches will be bcne- 
tilted in an age of science if Jesus is regarded as a 
great teacher only because many who admire His 
teachings cannot accept His supernatural aspects. 


Other contributors to the rebuttal arc the Rev. 


Brian Hebblethwaite, dean of Queen's College, Cam- 
bridge; Bishop Stephen Neill, former professor of 
philosophy and religious studies at Nairobi Univer- 
sity, and Canon John Macquarrie, professor of 
divinity at Oxford University. 


Hodder & Stoughtqn, publishers of the new book, 


said an American edition probably will be published 
soon by Eerdmans of Grand Rapids, Mich. The 
British firm said it is printing 20,000 copies of a 
paperback edition selling lor S1.36, "and we expect to 
reprint." 


The new book is less than a third the price of its 


rival, a collection of essays edited by United Re- 
f o r m e d churchman John Hick of Birmingham 
University. Its publisher, SCM Student Christian

It is a basic principle of human psychology that 


to be happy in life one must be useful. And (he 
reverse is also true, that to be really useful one must 
have the qualitv of joy. One of the most useful men I 
know, a young lawyer, often tells me, "1 am happy in 
my work." Thai is one reason he does it so well. 


"Joy?" you may ask. "How do 1 go about 


acquiring this joy?" 


Well, there are a number of ways. I see that 


there is a new pill being developed. It is claimed that 
it will lift your spirits without the nervousness and 
[excitement which ordinarily goes with such medica- 
tion. That would be something, wouldn't it, to carry a 
handful of joy-raising pills around in your pocket and 
take one every time you feel depressed. 


If you stop to think about if, that would be a 


superficial remedy. Joy and delight in life are not PO 
,much in the bloodstream and stomach as in the mind 
'and heart, although physical feelings bear on it But 
the fundamental procedure for making your life a 


i joyful one is the attainment of a joyful attitude of 


mind. 


When I began to write about this, 1 looked into a 


Bible concordance to sec how many references there 
were to joy. 1 found so many texts dealing with joy 
lhal it look me fifteen minutes merely to read the 
list. The Bible is packed to overflowing with the 
mention of joy. I wonder how anybody ever got the 
idea that religion is dull and dour, sad and gloomy. 
People who think that must have something wrong 
with them to entertain so jaundiced an outlook on 
life. 


l/wk into the New Testament and you will find 


thai it commands. "Rejoice." And then, to make 
certain you understand its importance, it emphasizes 
the matter by saving, "And again 1 say. •Rejoice.'" 


It will be helpful to take those words and firmly 


plant them in your conscious mind until the idea of 
joy sinks into your unconscious. When that happens 


vvo'it will feel like rejoicing daily: you will be genu- 
inely happy all the time. When you adopt that atti- 
• tilde of rejoicing you will naturally do those things 
which cause you to enjoy life and be useful. 


By tlu's process something fine will happen to 


you that is best expressed in a phrase 1 got from a 
woman some time ago. She is a very gifted spiritual 
person, and her personality has a sparkle.

"There is a very stimulating quality about you." 


I raid to her. "People find you quite inspiring. Could 
you put your philosophy of life into words for me?" 


"Yes, I can." she said. "It's something 1 learned 


from a dear old colored woman years ago. She used 
to tell me, 'Live over the top of things.' What a wise 
suggestion — 'Live over the top of things.' "

In.the world of radio, The Voice of the Andes is a 


venerable institution. From a perch two miles high and 
within shouting distance of the Equator. HCJB has been 
on the air continuously for nearly as long as there has 
been radio. 
' 
\ La Voz de los Andes was Ecuador's first radio 


station. On the afternoon of its first broadcast nearly 
half a century ago, there were six — count 'em, six — 
radio receivers in Quito. 
. 
• 


From studios-in Quito, HCJB now/broadcasts about 


70 program hours a day' in 16 languages ranging from 
English with a down-home midwestcrn twang to Que- 
chua,r;J.he guttural tongue of the Inca, to Czech to 
Eskimo — yes, Eskimo. 


1 
. THE VOICE OF the Andes is distinguished from 


most/of its shortwave colleagues by the tact there arc 
no political overtones to its broadcsis. Neither is there 
any government or denominational support for its activi- 
ties. A $4-million yearly budget is underwritten entirely 
by .private sponsors, most of them Protestant churches 
aiid-individual Christians in the United States. 


For the doughty evangelical missionaries who de- 


vote" their lives to the station, the message is the 
medium and the medium is the message: 


.".\ye are an interdenominational missionary soci; 


ety: Elv'angelical Protestants of conservative tradition," 
say's'-Dr.-Abc Van Der Puy. "We take the teachings of 
the Bible literally. The way Billy Graham teaches atid 
what he says is what we believe." 


' Van Der Puy is president of HCJB, known formally 


as The .World Radio Missionary Fellowship, Inc. The 
Fellowship maintains some 150 missionaries in Ecuador. 
All prthem, general to private, receive the same basic 
monthly stipend. All of them are responsible for obtain- 
ing the'contributions to support themselves. 


Americans predominate .in the operation of the 


radio station shortwave in Ecuador—and in the work of 
two allied hospitals. But in all, 11 nations are repre- 
sented among the missionaries. 


Most of the volunteers in the high Andes are far, far 


from home. They are no farher though, than their 
headquarters in Opa Loeka. Fla., where about 20 mis; 
sionaries work. Twice each week a computer in nearby 
Miami and a computer in Quito talk-by telephone to 
keep the records straight/ 


If there is an air of dazzling improbability about the

we wasted their time with anything but religious pro- 
gramming." 


The Russian language service, however successful, 


brought HCJB an embarassing moment the day a sta- 
tion announcer proclaimed to the world: "The Voice of 
the Andes broadcasts the Gospel daily in many different 
languages: French, German, English, Spanish. Swedish 
and Rubbish." 


"To clarify the situation, a statement had to be 


made, for programs are broadcast daily in Russian, but 
no rubbish is put on the air," HCJB historian Frank S. 
Cook explains with a not-quite-straight face in his 
"Seeds in the Wind." 


The Voice of the Andes creates in Ecuador many of 


the programs it puts on the air. There are times in the 
day when it may be simultaneously broadcasting agri- 
cultural tips in Quechua. biblical homilies to listeners in 
Japan — who have responded with as many as 5,000 
letters a month — and choral music in English to North 
American listeners. 


HCJB, WHOSE OWN staff ranges across the Pro- 


testant spectrum in belief, is particularly proud of its 
Quechua service to Andean Indians who speak the 
idea.that American missionaries have been proselytizing

the"wor!d by radio from a backward Andean capital 
language of their forefathers at home whether or. not 


since the Great Depression, it is lost on Van Der Puy 
thej. also speak Spanish. 


"Because of the teachings of HCJB-in Quechua, 


whole communities are accepting the Gospel and turn- 
ing away from drink," Van Der Puy says. 


The degree of sophistication of HCJB's message 


depends on the audience to which it is beamed. For U.S. 
listeners, HCJB supplements its own secular and reli- 
gious programming with tapes of such evangelical 
. standhys as "Hour of Decision," "Back to The Bible" 


and "Temple Time." 


HCJB crackled to 250 watts of life from a mud- 


walled sheep shed in Quito at 4 p.m. on Christmas Day, 
1931. Clarence Jones played the trombone. Reuben Lar- 
son and D..-S. Clark gave testimony in English and 
Spanish. Edna Hgg played tho parnp organ and s»ng: 


Great is Thy faithfulness, Oh God my Father 


There is no shadow of turning with thee. 


Thou ctiangest not, Thy compassions they [ail not. 


As Thou has been Thou forever wilt be. 


That first program with practically no transmitter 


]Mwer to practically no audience lasted about an hour. 
No one at HCJB paid too much attention to the timing 
since there was no program to follow. The Voice of the 
Andes, Jones would conclude later, first saw the light of 
day as "The Whisper of the Andes." 


and his fellow evangelists. 


They take for granted audacities that poleaxe a 


visitor. Perhaps that is as it should be. The missionaries 
labor with an unswerving conviction that God is on their 
side and behind their work. 


".',:.WE HAD A letter from a man in Afghanistan who 


listened to our broadcasts twenty mornings in a row." 
Doug Peters recalls. "On the twentieth morning he 
received the Gospel and fled to Iran." 


' ' Spreading the Gospel to people around the world is 


the self-appointed task of HCJB, call letters assigned to 
the station by the Ecuadorean government and trans- 
lated by the missionaries to .mean ".Heralding Christ 
Jesus; ..Blessings." in. Spanish. HCJB stands for Hey 
Cristft Jesus Bcndice. 


Religious content of the programming varies with 


the language and the audience. Spanish and Quechua 
programming to Ecuador,. for example, features an 
evangelical message interspersed with news and public 
service announcements.

Jones, who now lives in St. Petersburg. Fla., in 


retirement, was the son of a Salvation Army sergeant 
major in Chicago. He turned early to evangelism, and as 
early grew excited about the evangelical possibilities of 
newfangled radio. 


The success of Chicago's station HJBI — Where 


Jesus Blesses Thousands — intrigued Jones. He saw a 
great future for radio as a missionary ioiil on an 
international level. 


LARSON, IOWA-BORN son of an immigrant funda- 


mentalist from Sweden, had worked as a missionary 
among Quechur-speaking Indians in the Ecuardorcan 
jungle. 


He joined with Jones in the dream of an evangelical 


station and together they petitioned the Ecuadoreiin 
government in 1930 for authority to "erect a modern, 
thoroughly equipped radio broadcasting transmitter for 
Gospel broadcasting." 


In a surpassingly liberal gesture, since twice re- 


peated. Ecuador issued a 25-year license for a "wireless 
installation...tor the reception and transmission of mat- 
ters of a scientific, literary, artistic and religious na- 
ture." 


By now HCJB is as much a part of mountain life in 


Ecuador as the poncho. Governments have come and 
gone in Quito these past 46 years, sometimes with 
violence. Occasionally a change of government has 
brought troops to patrol the neat, spare HCJiJ compound 
in the commercial district of the city, but no govern- 
ment has ever silenced the station. 


HCJB-FM Stereo, with an antenna on the slopes of 


an extinct volcano, is the station thai Ecuador's rulers 
tune to for tasteful classic music. HCJB-AM is the place 
where the Ecuadorean Indians learn in diomatic Que- 
chur what is happening on the mountain next door. The 


Voice of the Andes speaks eight different Quechua 
dialects in long and short wave broadcasts beamed up 
and down the Andean spine. 


The founders of HCJB recognized long ago what has 


since dawned on governments around the world. In 
backward regions where people are always poor and 
often illiterate, radio is the most effective means of 
mass communication, far surpassing in impact the edu- 
cated man's journals and the rich man's television. 


In Ihe birth of HCJB, Jones and Larson had help 


Irom the Chicago Gospel Tabernacle in securing the 
modest transmitter that sent the first whispers through 
the mountains. 
• 
THE MISSIONARIES HAVE also had a lot of help 


from believers in the U.S. since then, but most of what 
makes The Voice of the Andes echo so resoundingly is 
that HCJB is a bedrock repository for old-fashioned ; 
Yankee ingenuity. 


At one point in the early days when radio was sUll a 


novcltv The Voice of the Andes literally couldn't wait 
for Ecuadorans to tune it. The missionaries began 
selling radios cheaply. "It was not loo profitable a 
business, but it did assure them of an audience," Frank 
S. Cook observes. 


Then the missionaries began lending radios to 'key 


persons with the understanding that these persons would 
invite others in to listen to the programs...Later they 
started distributing crystal sets, and eventually more 
efficient receivers with loudspeakers. 


"These of course were pre-tuned and fixed-tuned to 


HCJB. so that it was impossible to listen to any other 
station on them." 
Today HCJB administrators and broadcasters live 


HIK! work' in Quito. The HCJB wizards live amid their 
handiwork in the sleepy little town of Pifo in the ' 
Tumhaco Valley between Quito and a dirt track that 
climbs across the Andes to the Amazon jungle. 
' 


Pifo is distinguished by a forest of red and while •; 


antenna towers — 100 acres of them — that fill the • 
horizon and reach out to the world. Most of the antennas ; 
and their 36 principal lowers have been fashioned on the : 
s|K)t by canny engineers like Eric Moore, who has - 
devised a maneuver to erect two of them simultaneously , 
in one fell whoosh. 


With the anlennas at Pifo are HCJB's transmitters, ;

IN JEWELRY stores, retail 


outlets, fast-food chains, banks, 
trucking companies, 
clearing 


houses and other businesses that 
handle large amounts of cash and 
valuable merchandise, personnel 
departments are more and more 
likely to judge job applicants on 
perspiration, respiration and blood 
pressure. 


iThe American Civil Liberties 


Union estimates that 300,000 poly- 
graph tests were administered in 
the-public sector last year — some 
lot pre-employment purposes, 
others, in investigations of possible 
employee theft - although they 
suspect that that figure may be too 
low. And the director of one of New 
York City's security concerns says 


that his company administers poly- 
graph tests to 35 to 40 job appli- 
cants daily for more than 200 
companies. 
"There is no Invasion of 


privacy in this test," said Allen 
Coppage, who has been giving the 
tests for 20 years. "I understand 
the rights of the individual, .and 1 
have no interest in abridging those 
rights. But people sometimes forget 
that companies have rights, too." 


ONE COMPANY that Cop- 


page's concern is in the business o( 
protecting is Tiffany & Co., which 
started administering pre-employ- 
ment polygraphs about six years' 
ago. His company, Industrial Se- 
curity Analysts, also serves about 
100 other jewelry concerns, as well 
as trucking ana retail firms, and 
Coppage believes that banks, which 
already use pre-employment poly- 
graphs in other major cities, will 
soon begin to give them in the city. 


But businesses with less of a 


stake than the famed Fifth Avenue 
jewelry store or than a multibillion- 
dollar banking concern also use the 
tests, which measure galvanic skin 
response, breathing, and blood 
pressure, to screen potential em- 
ployees. That is what a Columbia 
University School 
of General 


Studies student, Lynnc Capehart, 
discovered when she applied for a 
position as a typist at Olden Cam- 
era and was told by Robert Olden 
that she would have to take a poly- 
graph test. 


"He said it wasn't a special 


requirement," said Miss Capehart, 
who types 80 words a minute and 
was once manager of a small of- 
fice. "He said that everyone who 
worked for them takes one. We had 
discussed hours, and he seemed as 
though he wanted me to start Mon- 
day, and then, as I was leaving, it 
was, 'Oh, by the way.' "

Miss Capehart flabbergasted. She 
got in touch with her lawyer, who 
thought a position as a typist 
hardly required such a precaution, 
nevertheless, he suggested that she 
agree, with the provision that she 
obtain a copy of the test questions 
beforehand to guard against sub- 
jects she thought intrusive. 


Although the American Poly- 


graph Association has no objection 
to prior knowledge of questions — 
in tact, questions are supposed to 
be discussed with an individual be- 
fore the test is administered to 
eliminate the elements of surprise 
and confused sensitivities — the 
polygraph operator Miss Capehart 
was sent to thought otherwise. 


He told her she would hear the 


questions when she took the test 
and not before, Miss Capehart said, 
adding that she did not take the 
test, and she did not get the typist 
job. Olden would not answer any 
questions about the incident unless 
he could see them in writing first. 


These are the kind of incidents 


the ACLU hears about all the time, 
according to Trudi Hayden, direc- 
tor of the organization's privacy 
project. "Even if the p<WgraPn 
were totally accurate — and we 
don't believe that," she said, "and 
even if the questioning didn't stray 
into issues like sexual preference 
and drug use, which we have been 
told it does, we would still be op- 
posed to these tests. There are 
points beyond which an employer 
should not go." 


She added that in most cases 


like Miss Capehart's, if the appli- 
cant balks at the test, he or she is 
no longer considered for the job. 


A SPOKESMAN for Tiffany's 


said that she could not remember 
the last time that anyone was hired 
after refusing to take the test. And 
those who do agree to testing are 
often eliminated by the machine 
itself. Coppage says that the per-

centage deemed unacceptable after 
a polygraph at his office is around 
40 percent, usually because of gam- 
bling or drinking habits, or a prior 
history of theft. 


But Coppage, who has a modest 


office hung with citations 
from 


various advanced polygraph semi- 
nars says that questioning by his 
staff, most of whom are retired 
FBI agents or police officers, would 
never include references to sex and 
would touch on drug use only be- 
cause it can be linked to theft. He 
also disagrees with the ACLU on 
the question of accuracy. 


"Administered by a qualified 


operator, the test is more than W 
percent accurate," he said. "If 
someone fails, I can either resolve 
it with them or they're lying." 


But accuracy is not the only 


advantage to the tests. Tiffany says 
it uses them, in part, because they 
are more economical. At most poly- 


graph concerns, test will cost from 
$25 to $40, while a traditional se- 
curity check will cost $50 or more. 


AND COPPAGE contends that 


security checks are worthless. "If I 
had a trucker who I thought was 
stealing freight," he said, "I'd give 
him a good reference just to get rid 
of him. But we'd find that (indica- 
tion of guilt) in a polygraph test." 


Apparently, some people are on 


his side. Said one woman who 
worked part-time at Tiffany during 
the Christmas holidays and hopes; 
to work there again: 
"I think they're totally justi- 


fied, there, in asking for this kind 
of information. I'm sure some peo- 
ple I know would never have the 
willpower to resist some of the 
things that are handled here. I 
think the only people who would 
object to taking a lie-detector test 
have something to lie about."

Prep star heeded Horace Greeley's 
advice, came West to play football

Fred Brockington stood in amazement after 


meeting Frank Corral. 


As the 6-1, 240-pound senior walked away, Brock- 


ington was heard to say, "And you say he's our 
kicker !"• 


The lean freshman wide receiver from Detroit 


was making a rapid transition from high school to 
college football before ever putting on a UCLA uni- 
form. 


Obviously, the placekickers Brockington has 


• known were the 5-5, 150-pounders who kick and race 


to the sidelines for self-preservation. 


"At Bedford High I was one of the biggest 


players on our team," said .the 6-314, 198-pounder. 
Modesty prevented him from adding that he was not 
only Bedford's outstanding player, but the No, 1 blue- 
chipper in an. uncommonly excellent year for Michi- 
gan prospects. 


The credentials are impeccable. Three years all- 


city. Two years all-state.- Honorable mention all- 
America as a junior. Consensus all-America as a 
senior. 


On teams.more inclined to run the football than 


throw it, Fred caught 118 career passes and scored 24 
touchdowns. He dazzled opponents and recruiters 
with 4.S 40-speed. 


"Geez! Now 1 know what Paul Wariield looked 


like in high school," marvelled one college coach. 


Brockington relishes the comparison with War- 


field, an athlete of immense talent. That's one of the 
reasons he wore numeral 42 at Bedford. Another pro 
wearing the same number is John Brockington (no 
relation). 


When Fred appears for UCLA's picture session 


Monday, he'll be attired in jersey 22, which belonged 
to Wendell Tyler the past three campaigns "and was 
Mel Karr's number with UCLA and Detroit, too." 


How did one of the country's premier high school 


receivers choose to further his career at a school 
where no player has caught more than 27 passes in 
any of the last six seasons? 


The answer is Lafayette Evans making like a 


modern-day Horace Greeley. 


"Coach Evans told me the place for a receiver to 


go was the West Coast. So I headed west," said Fred 
over a club sandwich. 


'The story is more in- 


volved. The recruit big of 
Brockington was not one 
of the most pleasurable 
periods in his 19 years. 


Michigan was the first 


university to see Fred. 
That was Ihree seasons 
back when Brock caught 
34 passes as a 10th grader 
and Bedford won the city 
championship. 


"Michigan looked nice. 


All I ever heard about was 
the maize and blue," said 
Brockington. 
"They're 


finally starting to throw 
the ball, but not enough. 
And besides, have you 
ever been to Ann Arbor in 
the winter?"

"Coach Evans helped me pick out my trips. He

Some schools utilized influential alumni — 


Miami had Chuck Foreman calling from Minnesota. 
Others bombarded him by mail and telephone — 
"there was. a letter from Ohio State every day for 
awhile." 


Privileged coaches were given Brockington's 


home address, but none was allowed to call direct. A 
coach first contacted Evans, who in turn called the 
youngster's home for an okay. 


Evans was the invaluable buffer. 
"I remember one day when he gave me $3 and 


told me to go to a show to lake my mind off an the 
pressure. 1 never want to go through that again." 


The second oldest of 13 children (ages 1-21), Fred 


saw his recruitment disrupting homelife. 


"It's difficult enough for my mother normally. 


She starts getting the kids ready at 6 in the morning 
to gel them to Sunday school by 10. One day Id tel 
her I was going to one school, the next day a different 
one, and the day.that after another one. 


"Finally, she said, 'Don't tell me anything more 


until you finally make up your mind. Just make sure . 
you make the decision to go lo the school you want. 


Signing day passed and the only decision from 


Brockington was that he had narrowed it to UCLA 
and Michigan. -Some rejected schools wouldn'l give 
up. 


"Nebraska told me UCLA had signed Scott Ties- 


ing and that he was going to be the No. 1 receiver. 


"The pressure was almost unbearable, 
brocK 


recalled. "Athletic directors were calling, head 
coaches.. .1 still don't understand it all." 


Following 12 more days of deep deliberation and 


sleepless nights, Fred penned his signature to a Bruin 
letter of intent. Bo Schembechler still hasn't recov- 
ercd."It was a war, a bloody war," said UCLA's 
national recruiter, Jed Hughes, at the time. 


Brockington was not scared off by the presence 


of another all-America receiver like Tiesing. He s 
confident enough to visualize post-season honors. 


"What docs it take to make all-America as a 


freshman?" he casually asked of the UCLA athletic 
news bureau this week. 
"I'm interested, that's all," he said a Few days 


later. "-Sure, I'd like to gel some honors this season . 
. .Pacific-8 or something."

Russian, Bulgarian strike gold 


SOFIA, Bulgaria (AP)—Leonid Moisseev, 


a stocky and muscular Russian, pulled away 
from Italy's Franco Fava in a furious sprint 
down the stretch to win the 10,000 meters at 
the World University Games Friday night. 


Moisseev went into the lead on the final 


turn and edged ahead. There was less than a 
second between them at the finish line. 


The Russian won in 29:12.0 seconds, with 


Fava second in 29:12.7. Hie Floroiu of Roma- 
nia, a finalist at the Montreal Olympics, won 
the bronze medal in 29:13.4. 


The tight finish in the 10,000 climaxed 


the first day of track and field at Sofia's 
Lcvski Stadium. 


In the only other final, the men's shot- 


put, the excited crowd cheered a 1-2 sweep 
for Bulgaria. Valtcho Stoev won the gold 
medal with a throw of GHW, and Nikola 
Christov took the silver (63-9&>. Wolfgang 


Wacnemunde of East Germany was third 
(62-1%).

A group of six runners made the pace in 


the 10,000—Moisseev, Fava, Floroiu, En- 
rique Aguino of Mexico, Riszard Kopijarz of 
Poland and Satymkou Dioumanazarov of 
Russia. 


The half-dozen broke away after two 


laps and stayed together for six kilometers, 
then Aguino's challenge ended. 


Kopijarz dropped out of the running with 


two laps to go. The other four were still 
bunched together at the bell. 


Moisseev first tried to pull away on the 


back stretch but failed to throw his rivals 
off. He moved to the front again as they 
.came into the last stretch, but he needed a 
strong finishing kick to stay ahead. 


The night's results underlined the East 


Europeans' strength at university level and 


the seriousness with which they take these 
games. 


On a day of comparatively slow times in 


torrid heal, Alberto Juantorena of Cuba 
shone out like a hilltop beacon in leading the 
800-meter qualifiers in 1:48.4. 


The Cuban star, double gold medallist at 


the Montreal Olympics, decided lo run the 
800 and not the 400. He scored his first major 
international success when he won the 400 at 
the 1973 University Games in Moscow 
Jane Frederick, a UCLA student, led the 


women's pentathlon with the 100 meters, 
shorput and high jump completed and the 
800 meters and long jump to come today.

Standard Oil of Ohio attorneys began their chal- 


lenge Friday to environmental rules that would cover 
construction and operation of Sohio's proposed $65-mil- 
lion Alaskan oil terminal in the port of Long Beach. 


The challenge 'came during the second day of hear- 


ings in Long Beach by the South Coast Air Quality 
Management District (AQMD) on Sohio's application for 
air quality permits needed for the three-berth terminal 
at the foot of Pier J. 


Hearings resume at 9:30 a.m. on Aug. 26 in the Los 


Angeles County Board of Supervisors' hearing room, 500 
W. Temple St., Los Angeles. 


Sohio attorneys previously said they disagree with 


conditions proposed by the AQMD which, most impor- 
tantly, would require the firm to remove 1.2 pounds of 
pollution from the air for every pound generated by 
operation of the terminal and a battery of large oil 
storage tanks. 


At issue during Friday's hearing was whether the 


AQMD —'or any government agency — has the author- 
ity to set air quality standards on large projects for 
which there is no precedent. 


The issue challenged Friday was just one of many 


standards the AQMD seeks to apply to the project — 
that in computing pollution related to operation of the 
terminal, Sohio should be charged for increased pollu- 
tion generated by electrical utility plants supplying the- 
project. 


SOHIO PREVIOUSLY had said it -shouldn't be 


charged for the difference because power for the Long 
Beach project comes not only from Southland utilities 
but other out-of-state sources. 


The AQMD and the State Air Resources Board 


(ARE), however, have said Sohio should be responsible 
for increased pollution from utilities. 


"If there wasn't a project of this magnitude, there 


wouldn't be the increased demand for electrical use, 
would there?" asked Mary Nichols, ARB vice chairman. 


Charles Gfeenburg, a Long Beach attorney repre- 


senting Sohio, began the discussion Friday afternoon in 
his cross-examination of the AQMD staff which recom- 
mended the standards and conditions. 


Greenburg questioned AQMD Executive Director 


J.A. Stuart extensively about the rationale and prece- 
dent of charging utilities' pollution to the project. The 
gist of his questioning was — if there is no precedent for 
this recommendation, how can you set one? 


Would the AQMD levy the same standard on a large 


regional park which requires electrical power for lights, 
pumps and other power? Greenburg asked. Would the 


same standard apply to a housing tract? 


Stuart answered that it was a matter of degree .— 


that Sohio would be held accountable for utilities' emis- 
sions because that's the way the state air quality laws 
are written. Recreational parks and housing tracts prob- 
ably would be exempt for the same reason, Stuart said. 


"We don't have a (similar standard) for a Grey- 


hound bus terminal," Stuart said. 


Greenburg's tactics prompted AQMD board mem- 


ber Marvin Braude, also a Los Angeles city councilman, 
to object to the line of questioning. 


"He's (Greenburg} asked the same question eight 


times now," Braude objected. 


"Well," interjected Al McCandliss, AQMD board 


chairman and Riverside County supervisor, "Mr. Green- 
burg is setting up something. He knows it and you know 
it and it's something we'll have to put up with for the 
next few days." 


Essentially, Stuart said, any new project would be 


charged for utilities' emissions if the project needed 
both an AQMD permit and came under the jurisdiction 
of the stale's New Source Review rule. 


"You're the first project under New Source Re- 


view," Stuart told Greenburg, "and I don't see many in 
the coming years." 
Just before Greenburg's cross-examination, Jack 


Whitsett, AQMD counsel, said he will be meeting Aug. 25 
with attorneys for all parties in the Sohio ease to 
attempt to resolve legal issues of regulation, enforce- 
ment and conditions on necessary permits. 


IN EARLIER testimony Friday, Coast'Guard Adm. 


Robert Price, in whose jurisdiction the project would be 
built, repeated comments he made Tuesday night when 
the State Coastal Commission heard similar testimony 
on Sohio's land-use permits. 
"I'm not an advocate for Sohio," Price said several 


limes. "I'm here to advocate marine safety. 


"Oil is going to be shipped here by one company or 


another," he said. "The current 'make-do' circum- 
stances are worse than those resulting from the pro- 
posed new (Sohio) terminal." 


Price was referring to current practice of "lighter- 


ing" in the port of Long Beach and elsewhere by which 
oil-laden supertankers too large to enter port channels 
are partially unloaded offshore into smaller tankers. 


"Lightering of the big ships increases the odds for a 


collision," he. said. "The oil must be transferred twice 
(ship-to-ship, and then ship-to-shore)." 


Saying that the current practice is "an obvious 


disadvantage" over the Sohio proposal. Price said Sohio 
offers the advantage of being closer to the open sea than 
existing facilities in the Port of Long Beach.

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Prof says cities face U*S. control 


Cites federal aid with strings

... -Local government in America 
is not perfect, but a Japanese 
piiofessor of political science be- 
lieves Americans have more say in 
tJ^e way their cities are run than do 
Japanese citizens... 


,- The professor warns, however, 
that Americans may be gradually 
losing local control to the federal 
government by accepting federal 
fijnds with strings attached. 
[i The professor, Shojiro Araki of 
the University of Tokai, made his 
observations last week during a 
visit to Lakewood, one of several 
Southern California cities he is 
studying during a six-week re- 
search tour. 


" 
ARAKI, WHO arrived in the 


United States July 10 and has com- 
pleted most ot his studies, said he 
has noted one universal fact about 
cities in both countries: 


"Each city,, no matter where it 


is or what its population is, has a 
lot of troubles." 
,: The main differences between 
Japanese and American cities, he 
explained, is that Japanese city 


. governments perform many of the 


functions routinely done by the 
county and state in this country. 


"In Japan, each city has to do 


everything — take care of birth and 
death registrations, all records and 
everything else," Araki said, 
speaking rapidly in Japanese. 


His comments were translated 


by Hiroshi Tsukahara, branch man- 
ager of Merit Savings and Loan in 
Monterey Park. 


Araki said a Japanese city of 


about 70,000 — similar in popula- 
tion to Lakewood — would have 30 
elected representatives, a mayor 
and vice mayor and 700 to 800 em- 
ployees. 


Lakewood, by comparison, has 


five city council members and ap- 
proximately 200 employees to serve 
its 79,000 residents. 


Araki added that the Japanese 


officials, elected 
for 
four-year 


terms, ostensibly conduct city busi- 
ness during 10-day sessions held 
four times a year. 


In reality, however, he said 


much of Ihe city business is dis- 
cussed in restaurants and bars, 
with problems ironed out and deci- 
sions made before the representa- 


tives meet. 
' 


The meetings are largely cere- 


m o n i a l , with cut-and-dried 
decisions made in public. Citizens 
may attend the sessions but may 
not speak during the meetings, 
Araki added. 


Though some citizens might 


argue that it appears many local 
government meetings are con- 
ducted that way in the United 
States, Araki said American gov- 
ernment "is much more open" than 
its Japanese counterpart. 


HE ADDED, however, that the 


winds of change are bringing more 
citizen participation into Japanese 
government and that some cities 
have established general planning 
committees to give residents a 
greater say in local politics. 


"Just like you began to have 


more interest in open government 
after Watergate, our people have 
become more interested in open 
government and decision making 
since the Lockheed scandal" daring 
which former Prime Minister Ka- 
kuei Tanaka and other officials 
were accused of taking bribes. 


Arald said he believes some'of 


the changes in Japan — as with 
similar changes in this country — 
have been brought about by "the 
press putting a heavy emphasis on • 
closed government." 


He added, though': "Sometimes 


the press presses too much." 


Araki said since Japanese po- 


litical systems "are 
almost all 


imitations of America," he had few 
suggestions for improving Ameri- • 
can local government. 
. 


,Nevertheless, he said he be- 


lieves there's a great danger in the 
growing dependency of American 
local governments on the federal 
government for money. Too much 
dependency, he said, could lead to 
citizens giving up part of their local 
control over.political decisions that 
affect them. 


Araki praised the "Lakewood 


Plan," or "Contract City" form of 
government in which cities con- 
tract out for such services as police 
and fire protection, trash collection 
and animal control. He said he be- 
lieves Japanese cities could benefit 
from the contract city concept by 
combining some governmental 
functions among several cities, 
thereby saving money without giv- 
ing up local control. .

'Portable'

WASHINGTON (API - Ever get the 
feeling that the guy who stamped 
"portable" on your television must 
have been built like King Kong? 


You're not alone. Prompted by 


what it calls a "common consumer 
headache," the government is system- 
atically trying to figure out what's 
portable and what isn't. 


In a project conducted by the Na- 


tional Bureau of Standards, several 
agency workers have volunteered to 
spend time lugging boxes of lead shot 
around the off ice. 


The study g r e w out of t h e 


Magnuson-Moss Warranty Act of 1975, 
which gives the Federal Trade Com- 
mission the power to say when a prod- 
uct can be guaranteed as portable. 


The definition can be imporlant, 


since purchasers of goods guaranteed 
as "portable" can be required to haul 
them in for repairs before the guaran- 
tee does any good. 


THE FTC turned to the bureau and 


researchers- Joel J. Kramer awl Pat- 
rick J. Heguirc, who gathered 69 men 
and women volunteers of varied age 
and size for their project. 


So what's portable? To the re- 


searchers, a television, air conditioner, 
microwave oven or other product is 
portable if it can be carried by most 
consumers at least one city block 
"without excessive strain or exhaus- 
tion" and without using such aids as 
dollies or carts. 


The researchers filled wooden 


cubes with different weights of lead 
shot. The volunteers then carried the 
boxes — some about 11 inches on a side 
and others about 16 inches — the length 
of a city block, through a door they had 
to open and up a flight of stairs. 


The researchers.said they figured 


their test requirement equaled the 
worst route a consumer could be ex- 
pected to follow in returning a product 
for repairs.

THE 1968 Redwood Na- 


tional Park Act authorized 
$92 million for land acqui- 
sition and provided that 
some of the compensation 
could be in the form of 
government land transfer- 
red to the private owners. 


"The companies t h a t 


fought the establishment 
of the original park, and 
who are now opposing 
expansion of the park, 
have literally cried all the 
way to the bank," Ryan 
said.

intelligent life, among 
other things. 


The Voyager II is part 


of a two-satellite team de- 
signed to examine the 
atmosphere, temperature, 
radio waves and diameter 
of Jupiter, Saturn some of 
their moons, and possibly 
Uranus. 


IF Voyager II does 


these tasks well, JPL will 
send both Voyagers out of 
Ihe solar system to the 
stars. Voyager I is sched- 
uled for launch on Sept. 1. 


The spacecraft arc 


equipped with copper 
recordings of earth noises 
— music, people kissing, 
greetings from President 
Carter — and directions 
on how to get lo Earth in 
case any intelligent beings 
in interstellar space find 
them. 


The JPL scientists will 


keep in touch with the two 


•Voyagers for as long as 
they can, hoping to find 
out just where our solar 
system ends. 


Although Voyager I will 


be launched after Voyager 
II, the race has been 
fixed. Voyager I will ar- : 
rive first on a more direct 
route and will travel 
closer to Jupiter than 
Voyager H. 


THAT ADDS a little 


insurance, explained JPL 
spokesman Alan Woods. If 
the first spacecraft is 
damaged 
by radiation 


from Jupiter, the second 
craft will be able to finish 
the mission. 


It will take Voyager II 


683.9 d a y s to r e a c h 
Jupiter, Woods-said, four 
months after Voyager I . 
has 
arrived. Voyage 11 


will be taking pictures of 
Jupiter and some of its 
satellites 2% months be- 
fore it arrives and scien- 
tists will see two revolu- 
tions of the solar system's 
largest planet. 


"We won't be able lo

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Drought kills growth 
in foothills of Sierra 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - 


The drought has killed 
most of the large pine 
trees, many oaks and 
much brush in the Sierra 
Nevada foothills, a De- 
partment of Forestry offi- 
cial said Friday. 


"The bigger and older 


pines won't regenerate," 
said H.W. Wolfram, a de- 
partment range specialist. 
"Quite a bit of the live oak 
has defoliated. There's no 
life at all in fhe brush. 


"Even some of t h e 


great globs of mistletoe on 
the oaks are beginning to 
die, which is indicative of 
the death of the trees 
themselves. 


"There's just hundreds 


of acres of shrubs that 
have completely defoliated 
and are just gray stubs." 


Wolfram said the laurel 


and elderberry in the foot- 
hills also are threatened. 


Plants need at least 35 


percent moisture levels to 
survive, he said. In the 
past 30 days, the level in 
the foothills has dropped 9 
percent to an average of 
60 percent above Ihe 
p l a n t s ' absolute dry 
weights. 


Measurements at eight 


test sites on the 2,000-foot 
level found moisture to be 
half Ihe normal levels for 
August, he said. 


The 
moisture levels 


ranged from 52 percent 
moisture in vegetation 
north of Coloma in El 
Dorado County to 67 per- 
cent in Fresno County, he 
said.

The worldwide search ordered by a 


California judge for a will left by Howard 
Hughes is ended, but the battle over the 
industrialist's mullimillion-dollar estate 
is (ar from finished. 


It's not that there is a dearth of 


purported Hughes wills. 


There are too many. 
In the confusion, officials and inter- ' 


ested parlies in California, Nevada and 
Texas have been unable to determine 
whether a valid will exists, or even where 
Hughes resided. 


And the case is even more compli- 


cated because Hughes had extensive 
holdings in each of the three states. The 
job of the courts in each is to safeguard 
the property within their jurisdictions 
until a basic approach to settling the 
estate is found. 


So, without a valid will, the case' 


could remain tied in legal knots in the 
three states for months or years to come. 


After Hughes died on April 5, 1W6, 


Los Angeles Superior Court Judge Neil 
Lake told the administrator of Hughes' 
holdings in California, Richard C. Gano, 
lo conduct a worldwide search for a will. 


H was only one of several efforts to 


find such a will, and like the others it has 
failed so far to produce one that has 


received official sanction. In Nevada 35 
purporled wills have been filed, in Texas 
another 30. 


Beneficiaries named have included 


Donald Duck and Mickey Mouse. One will 
was filed on tape, but no one has listened 
lo it yet. 


The most prominent document is the 


so-called Mormon Will, which divides 
Hughes' estate among several medical 
institutions, his aides, the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, and 
former Utah gas station owner Melvin 
Dummar. 


In Texas, three trials arc scheduled. 


One will determine whether Hughes was 
a legal resident of the state, a second 
whether he left a valid will. If he did not, 
a third trial will divide his estate among 
relatives after the Internal Revenue 
Service takes out 77 percent. 


In Los Angeles, probate proceedings 


are being held up pending an outcome in 
the Nevada trial over the Mormon Will. 


The search ordered by Lake lasted 16 


months but all that turned up was a 
codicil to a 1938 will and a document 
leaving Hughes' estate to a task force 
against organized crime. But no legal 
will. 


The search scoured 144 banks in 13 


states and four nations, questioning 
everyone known to be connected with 
Hughes. Searchers spent $600,000.

Friday, he explained: 


"All reasonable leads have been ex- 


hausted. 1 told the lawyers that if they 
came up with any reasonable leads to 
come back in and 1 might authorize a 
resumed search." 


He added thai his order doesn't 


necessarily mean he believes there is no 
will. "It's just that they made an exten- 
sive search and turned up virtually noth- 
ing," he said. "Gano had one more lead 
but he said it would cost $17,000 and the 
likelihood of it producing a will didn't 
justify the expense." 


The last lead is a storage house, filled 


with 5,000 files, under the protection of 
former Hughes lawyer Gregson Bautzer. 


"There was a receptionist or book- 


keeper who worked for Bautzer for less 
than a monlh who said she saw a file that 
looked like a will," Lake said. "But that's 
not much of a lead. Of course, I told him 
(Bautzer) if he happens to stumble across 
a will, he should not hesitate to lei us 
know." 


Stumbling is about the only hope. 


Bautzer said Friday the files are not in 
any kind of order, and he has no recollec- 
tion of a will among all the documents he 
received while representing Hughes and 
the Hughes Tool Co.

people that live here," he said, "Those 
are the ways we can maintain our eco- 
nomic growth." 


He said not enough firms were in- 


volved in solar energy. 


"It's still small but 1 sec the poten- 


tial," he said. 


"Earlier in the day, Brown went 


aboard the anti-whaling ship James 
Bay, berthed in San Francisco. 


The ship, operated, by the private 


Greenpeace Foundation, left San Fran- 
cisco for the Pacific Ocean Friday to 
continue its anti-whaling mission, which 
includes harassing Russian and Japa- 
nese whalers.
